Light Blue Socceroo”, has a message for his Australian 
pals... “Sorry, lads, | must fancv Rangers to beat you!” 
Tonight's match will complete a peculiar five months for 
‘the 22 year old Ibrox striker, who played for Australia against 
Rangers in June and now finds himself playing for the Light 
Blues against his international team mates! 

Yet only a month ago Davie — who moved “Down Under” 
when he was six and became a naturalised Australian — 
wasn’t sure which side he would be on tonight. 

He explained: “When I knew Australia were coming here 
on tour | went to see the gaffer to find out where | stood, At 
the time | didn’t figure in the first team plans, so the boss 
hinted | might be allowed to join up with the Australian 
squad for a short spell. 

“AFTER ALL, | AM AN AUSTRALIAN INTERNATIONAL 
AND WOULD NATURALLY LOVE TO BE INVOLVED IN THE 
WORLD CUP - ESPECIALLY AS THERE IS AN OUTSIDE 
CHANCE WE COULD END UP FACING SCOTLAND IN A 
PLAY-OFF FOR MEXICO.” 

However, Jock Wallace was quick to put big Davie in the 
picture over his present position. Says Jock: “He is a Ranger 
= he plays for us.”

Australia are certainly better than New Zealand, who were 
here last month, and there are some terrific players like the 
captain John Kosmina, Oscar Crino and Steve O'Connor.

fitness battle 


HE appearance of Australia at Ibrox 
Terni is sure to provoke bitter-sweet 

memories for two players in particular 
—Colin McAdam and Bobby Willizmson. 

While the rest of their team-mates were 
savouring the sights such as the Bondi 
Beach and the Sydney Opera House, Colin 
and Bobby had only the four walls of a 
hospital ward to look at, 

That was in the summer when the club’s 
World Tour turned into a personal night- 
mare for both players. First Bobby broke his 
leg after an accident, then Colin suffered the 
same fate after an on-field clash with Ibrox 
colleague Davie Mitchell, who was playing 
for Australia. 

However, the good news is that big Colin 
has won his fitness fight and made a tenta- 
tive return for the final minute of the reserve 
game against Hibs last weekend. 

Bobby, meanwhile, will have to wait a 
litle longer for his eagerly awaited 
comeback after the removal of the metal 
plate in his leg. 

Says Colin, whose catalogue of injuries 
includes two broken legs, a dislocated ankle 
and broken ribs; The hardest bit was run- 
ning up and down the hills at Bellahouston 
Park but I’m back to full fitness now”.
